REMARKS

Claims 1-29 remain for consideration. Claims 13 and 14 have been 
indicated as containing allowable subject matter and would be allowed If written in 
independent form. Claims 13 and 14 have been amended with this paper and are 
now independent. The addition of two independent claims brings the total of 
independent claims to 4. Since 3 were paid for on filing the application, a credit 
card forni authorizing payment of $88. for the (one) excess independent claim is 
enclosed.
